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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -3 1 are allowable over the prior art of record 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

As per the independent claim, claim 1, the recited limitations pertaining to performing 
multiple energy value calculations on a plurality of subsequent frames, and repeating these 
calculations/comparison until there is a comparison of the energy of the past two frames, is not 
explicitly taught by the prior art of record . As per independent claims 1 1 , 22, 3 1 , the recited 
limitations pertaining to determining when the input signal includes the at least one tone based 
on energy threshold, the noise indicator, and the energy signal, which refers to the process 
shown in Fig. 7, is not explicitly taught by the prior art of record. With respect to the prior art of 
record, Benvassine et al (5774849) teaches a frame based time input signal showing energy 
signal levels indicative of the input signal (Fig. 2, subblock 205); a signal filter generating a 
noise indicator (Fig. 2, subblock 245, col. 3 lines 44-51); and a dynamic thresholder determiner 
(Fig. 2 subblocks 230,235,240, and col. 3 lines 34-50); and determining the parameters from 
these indicators(as VAD process, col. 3 line 7 - col. 7 line 15); however, Benvassine et al 
(5774849) does not explicitly teach the claim limitations recited above. Furthermore, it would 
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not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
modify the teachings of the prior art of record to obtain the recited limitations above.
